Dogs Used to 
Integrate 
Florida Beach 


By PAUL WILLS 


ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla. (AP) 


—More than 200 state police- 
men, 
some holding dogs on 


leashes, escorted 30 civil rights 
demonstrators into the surf at 
St. Augustine Beach today. 


The new assault on this old 


city's racial barriers came as 
the possibility of a truce loomed 
in the long conflict between Ne- 
groes and whites. 


Forming a wedge, the police 


broke through a line of 10 white 
segregationists and walked into 
the water in full uniform. There, 
they formed protection for the 
demonstrators. 


The 
segregationists 
ran 


around the ring of 
officers, 


taunting and jeering. About 100 
spectators on the beach joined 
in the clamor. 


After about a 30-minute swim 


in heavy surf that made it dif- 
ficult for police and demonstra- 
tors to stay on their feet, the 
integrationists retreated under 
guard. 


There were no arrests. 


•^:A new effort .to establish- .a 
biracial committee was report- 
ed nearing success, but it was 
unknown if the proposed group 
of two whites and two Negroes 
could accomplish much immei- 
ately. 


Community leaders predicted 


that any group would have a dif- 
ficult time becaus ethe middle 
ground has all but disappeared 
in the furious, month-long push 
for integration by Negroes and 
the equally determined resist- 
ance by whites. 


There has been 
almost no 


communication between the two 
races for more than a week 
following collapse of the first 
effort to find a settlement. 


In the first fruitless attempt. 


a St. Johns County grand jury 
called for a 30-day'truce in pub- 
lic demonstrations, after which 
a 
biracial 
committee 
would 


have been established. The Ne- 
gro leader, the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr., rejected this 
and sought immediate forma- 
tion of the committee. 


The grand jury refused to ne- 


gotiate along these lines. 


The pace of demonstrations 


by both Negroes and whites was 
stepped up. Fist fights and oth- 
er violence became a daily oc- 
currence as integrationists were 
met on the beaches and city 
streets by fist-swinging whites. 


Gov. 
Farris Bryant clamped 


on a curfew to end public pa- 
rades at night. That brought 
him into U.S. District Court 
faced with a possible contempt 
citation in a case to be decided 
Tuesday. 


The climax 
to the violence 


came Thursday night when hun- 
dreds of whites brushed aside 
police guards and routed a Ne- 
gro parade. 


The outbreak brought the gov- 


ernor here the next day. He has 
been in the forefront in reopen- 
ing lines of communication. 


There were no public paralk 


by either group Sunday but each 
held a meeting. Kain cut at- 
tendance at the white rally. The 
Negroes held an indoor meeting 
and were told by a spokesman 
for King that a biracial com- 
mittee would be watched close- 
ly and that integration efforts 
would be resumed if no progress 
was being made.

York; and James Chaney, 22, a 
Meridian Negro, continued in 
this red clay hill section of east- 
central Mississippi. 


One hundred sailors from the 


Navy's airfield at Meridian re- 
joined the highway patrol and 
FBI to search west of this town 
of

streams. 


Chief investigator Gwin Cole 


of the highway patrol said one 
witness had reported seeing a 
station wagon near a side road in 
the Bogue Chitto Swamp near 
the spot where the burned ve- 
hicle used by the missing trio 
was found last Tuesday. 


The witness, Cole said, spotted 


the station wagon and two men, 
whom he described as "of sim- 
ilar appearance" to Goodman 
and Schwerner, last Monday be- 
fore noon. 


At least six persons have told 


authorities they had passed the 
site around 11 a.m. last Monday 
and saw nothing.

Reappointment Plan Would 
Change Number of Votes But 
Maintain Representation 


STAR CITY, Ark. (AP) - 


Lincoln County Rep. G. D. 
Smith Jr. proposed Saturday a 
reapportionment 
plan 
which 


would give some counties more 
votes while maintaining repre- 
sentation for every county. 


Under the proposal, intended 


only for the House, Pulaski 
County, largest by population, 
would get 49 votes. Perry Coun- 
ty, 
smallest 
by 
population, 


would get one. 


Each county would keep the 


same number of 
representa- 


tives. In cases where the num- 
ber of votes allocated a county 
could not be divided evenly 
among the legislators, 
votes 


would be assigned on the basis 
of position number. The repre- 
sentative with the lower position 
number would have the great- 
est number of votes. 


Smith 
said 
assignment 
of 


votes to a county would be 
based on the population of Per- 
ry County which has a popula- 
tion of about 5,000. 


Allowing one vote for 5,000 


persons, the populations of other 
counties would be divided by 
5,000 for the number of votes it 
would have. 


Thus, Pulaski County with a 


««i «~> 
of 
approximately 
204,000, would have 49 votes di- 
vided among its 11 representa- 
tives. 


Smith said that while the 


smaller counties would not have 
the strength they now have, 
they still would have a voice in 
the legislature. 


"Under the only other plan ad- 


vanced," he. said, "at least 16 
counties would have no voice at 
all." 


He was referring to a proposal 


by Pulaski County Rep. Glenn 
Walther. Under his plan, 2ft of 
the counties would be placed in- 
to 13 districts. 


"It would be farier to have a 


county under represented than 
to have no representation 
at 


all," Smith said. 


He said he thought the pro- 


posal would stand up under test- 
ing in the courts, if it were ap- 
proved by the legislature. 


Smith did not have a plan for 


the state Senate, even hough 
he U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
applied there also. 
; John Yancey of Little Rock, a 
candidate for a Pulaski County 
senate seat has contested ap- 
portionment of both chambers of 
the legislature in a suit filed re- 
cently.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson says the United 
States "must be prepared to 
risk war" to keep its freedom, 
yet ready to "seek just compro- 
mise" to achieve peace. 


This was Johnson's1 keynote 


message Sunday as he ended a 
threcday trip into Michigan 
and Minnesota. He took up the 
matter of war and peace m his 
only nonpolitical speech of the 
trip, at a Swedish Day festival 
in Minneapolis. 


Facing thousands of cheering 


Minnesotans who stood under 
shade trees in Minnehaha Park, 
Johnson said 


"Today, as always, if a na- 


tion is to keep its freedom It 
must be prepared to risk war. 
When necessary, we will take 
that risk. But as long as I am 
president, 1 will spare neither 
my office nor myself in the 
quest for peace." 


In South Viet Nam, Johnson 


said, "We are engaged In a 
brutal and bitter struggle for the 
freedom of a friend" and "we 
will stand firm to help maintain 
freedom and give them counsel 
and advice and help as neces- 
sary." This was a change from 
his prepared text, which read, 
"There too, we will use the 
force necessary to help thehi 
maintain their own freedom." 


Johnson had this to say about 


compromising East-West differ- 
ences in the interest of peace

'Americans 
Cut Down 
on Smoking

. WASHINGTON (AP) - Amer- 
icans cut down on their smok- 
f*ig by about 16 
billion ciga- 


rettes since a government re- 
port linked health hazards to 
smoking, the Agriculture De- 
partment reported today. 


The cut-back .was 6.5 per cent 


below the first six months of 
last year. 


The department said more 


cigarettes 
are 
now b e i n g 


smoked in the United States 
«han in the period just after the 
report was released 
last Jan. 


11, but probably not as many as 
before the report. 


Meanwhile, cigars, pipes and 


roll-your-own cigarettes are be- 
coming more popular. Sales of 
regular and small cigars are up 
about 12 per cent.

cigarette consumption for the 


^year ending June 30 at 507 bil- 


lion—a drop of 2 per cent from 
the previous year.

Business of 
Mussel Shells 
on Its Knees

STEVENSON, Ala. (AP)-Lee 


Garner, whose Tennessee River 
mussel .shells have buttoned 
dress shirts and spawned pearl 
necklaces for two decades, was 
clad in overalls — and on his 
knees. 


Instead of one of his 40 out 


board engines, Stevenson's mus- 
sel man was fixing a power 
lawn mower—and his position is 
symbolic. 


Digging for mussels in the 


Tennessee, once a million dollar 
yearly industry providing jobs 
for 1,000 fishermen, also is on 
its knees. In the past 10 years, 
musseling slumped before the 
plastics 
industry, rose again 


with postwar Japan—and now is 
threatened with the disappear- 
ance of the oyster-like mussel 
itself. 
• 


"Something is getting into the 


river and killing all the mussels 
from Chattanooga to Savannah, 
Tenn.," says Garner, at 39 a 
grandfather who has been mus- 
seling since he was 18. "Things 
got so bad about a year ago 
that I -bought myself a little 
hardware store in town." 


That explains 
why Garner 


was fixing the lawn mower, in- 
stead of one of the engines pow- 
ering his fleet of flat-bottomed 
river boats. And the Tennessee 
Valley Authority 
is spending 


$80,000 to try to explain why 
things got so bad. As yet, TVA 
has not embraced 
Garner's 


theory that pollution is killing 
the shell fish. 


Whatever the trouble, the pig- 


toe mussel whcih grows on the 
Tennessee River bed from Chat 
tajiooga to Savannah is the key 
to Garner's fortunes and that o 
the industry of which he is a 
part. Its hard, nearly flawless 
white shell has been used in re 
cent years by Japanese grow 
ers as seed or nucleus for the 
cultured pearls produced by 
their captice oysters. 


For some reason, shells fron 


the many other varieties o 
mussels i n the Tennessee, o 
from pig - toes found in other 


] rivers, seem to lack the quali 
ties needed to promote first-rat 
pearls. And because mussel 
look alike to the uninitiated, i 
takes an- experienced eye like 
Gamer's to separate the goo" 
from the bad.
